attempted trans-Atlantic flight of 
the Polish airplane Marshal Pil­ 
sudski ended abruptly in a crash 
on the Island of Graciosa. 
Major 
Ludwig Idzikowski, the pilot, who 
had spent two 
years 
in 
prepa­ 
ration for the flight, 
was 
kille,d 
Major Casimir Kubala, 
his com­ 
panion, escaped death by falling or 
jumping from the 
plane, hut was 
so seriously injured 
that he was 
rushed to a hospital. 
An eye witness to 
the 
tragic 
ending of the flight said that the 
airplane 
suddenly 
rolled as the 
pilot attempted to gain the largest 
field on the island where he hoped 
to find a haven after a long strug­ 
gle with adverse w'inds under the 
handicap of a faulty motor. 
This observer said Major Kubala 
hurtled from the plane as it neared 
the ground.
